Now that he has been nominated 


for governor of Ohio, it might be 
proper to refer to him as the Hon. 
James M. Cox. But he has made his 
reputation* as "Jimmy" Cox of Day- 
ton, and be mast always bear the 
title, regardless gf political promo- 
tions. 


It is as feard to look into this man's 


eyes and refrain from calling him 
"Jimmy Coi" as It would be. to re- 
irain from calling your own boy by 
his first name. For there is not a 
formal feature about him. His clean- 
cut face is informal. .His grim de- 
termination and lundly" eye speak to 
yon in the easy language of the day. 
His activity, his courage, the ccSm- 
radeship which' you feel when you 
meet him, should not be expressed 
*n the stilted language of society. He 
is an everywjay inan, a whole-souled 
American citizen, a plain man of busi- 
ness, with never a frill or furbelow 
or mawkish sentiment tacked oiito 
him. 
He is Just "Jimmy" Cox and 


nothing else—a newspaper man first, 
last and all the time, with hard com- 
mon sense and good impulses—av fel- 
low who would follow you across the 
state and scrap with you to gala his 
own, and then turn around and give 
it away if it would do anybody else 
any good. 


"Whea Senator LaFollette came into 


Ohio some time figo and made his 
series of speeches, he endorsed, In a 
way. three Democrats—William Jen- 
nings Bryan, Joseph 'W. Folk and 
"Jimmy" Cos. At Dayton he said, if 
be were, a voter in the 'district he 
would vote for him—and the audience 
of coarse" applauded. Every Dayton 
audience applauds whan his .name is 
mentioned.

LaFollstts S&s fcand out since Cox 


has been in congress that Cos is pro- 
gressive. Everybody who knows him 
ra' Dayton or his district has known 
all along'that hSTvas progressive. He 
built a successful newspaper on pro- 
gressive lines; he was elected to con- 
rress because his newspaper was 
progressive, and he was re-elected be- 
cause, after he got-into congress, he 
was progressive every minute of the 
day and far into the night

Settles Street Car Strike. 


Twelve, years ago "Jimmy" Cox 


eatne to Dayton. The baspball boys 
say he came in on-a raia check. Cer- 
tainly be couldn't 'stop, at the best 
.lotel. 
But there' teas a newspaper 


here that 
was worth less than 


"Jimmy"-''Cox ".could get c-fwiit for, 
"end .he bought it 'ori" credit. Then he 
began his prpgressiveness; 


Pretty soon after he landed and 


began 
"operating" his 
newspaper 


there was a street car strike Jn the 
city. He "operated" his paper by act- 
Ing as managing editor, city editor, 


:telegraph :editor, business manager 
and editorial writer. Between times 
he-begged..the banks to give him an- 
other day to raise the money to pay 
the note that was due, or hunted up 
somebody who bad a dollar he didn't 
ceed for a week. ' He doesn't have 
to put in any time in that soul-trying 
toil of borrowing money these days, 
for his newspapers take care of them- 
selves and of the incidental expenses 
of "Jimmy" besides. He now owns 
slso the Springfield'Daily News, as 
well as the Dayton Dally News. 


The street car strike gave him an 


opportunity1 of showing the people of 
Daytoa what manner of young fellow 
he was. 
The whole town lay pros- 


trate, -with never a sou!, it seemed, 
who could end the trouble. It was 
a bitter strife, with everybody mad at 
everybody else,; and brickbats filling 
the air with music. 


Cox xvent'^W the railway officials 


»nd told them they must settle the 
'itrike. They smiled, ot course. Then, 
be -went to the street1 railway em- 
ployes and told them they must settle 
the strike. 
They wanted to know 


what he had to do with It. But both 
tides saw the man was In earnest— 
and "on the .square." 


The street railway m<m told him 


their side of the trouble. The em- 
ployes gave him tholr grievances. 
Then be made a proposition that both 
tides were not afraid to accept, and 
the strife* was settled. And both Bides 
were satisfied, while the old "gray 
beards", about the place began talk- 
Ing about this "young chap" who had 
brought the warriors together. Of 
course, bis newspaper made the most 
of It—and eold papers. 


Gets Scalp of a Boss. 


Then ho took up the lighting situa- 


tion through his nowspuporv It was 
no secret In those days that tho city 
vas dominated hy a Republican bogs, 
who also dominated tho lighting situ: 


•tioa. 
In fact, the whole city ad- 


ministration was operated for Use 
benefit of the lighting coropaay. 


A contract was ebout to be let—to 


the political boss, of course—with 
never a competing bid, for tie &oss 
had se«a to it that th«ra was no cow- 
petitioe:. 
The Daily News, "Jimmy" 


Cor's newspaper, "went after" the 
boss and his gang, and fought for low- 
er lighting rates and equitable deal- 
togs ail along the line. 


The boss filed libel svJts against tie 


paper—the way of the boss. He tried 
to iill tfce paper scd drive "Jimmy" 
Cox out ol Dayton. Later on, when 
ha Had been cozaj>e!!ed to furnish arc 
lights ai 568.50 per year, instead of 
$100 p«r year, as he derr.ocded, he of- 
fered also to settle his libel suit for 
f I. but •'Jimmy" Cox thought that too 
.nuch. and the suit was withdrawn. 


But the war upon the lighting com- 


pany and its allies was not disconun- 
ued. 
An echo of it—or, rather, a 


thunderclap—was when the secretary 
of a gas company was indicted, and 
It was shown that thousand!! of dollars 
of the company's funds, or profits, 
were used annually to control - Ideal 
politics. 
Incldentlly the 
pric« of 


gas as well as electricity was reduced, 
and the Daily News did not keep the 
facts hid under a bushel. 
./ 


Probably the most picturesque fight 


ever pulled off by a newspaper was 
what Is known in the Dally News 
office as the Appleyard war. 
Apple- 


yard was an eastern adventurer who 
blew into Dayton one diy.with a 
quart of diamonds and a volume of 
big words and proposed to revolu- 
lionize transportation and banking. 


He got hold of some sort of a char- 


ter and proposed to run a steam road 
through the streets of f Dayton at 
grade. The Daily News got a line 
en Appleyard and told the truth about 
him—who he was, what lie was doing

jssver a thought of anything but 
. strife. As a matter of fsct, it is a pa- 
; cine institution, dominated by as gen- 
, i!e a character as ever lived, for with 
' all of his combativeness "Jimmy" 


Cox is essentially a man of peace and 
kindly by nature. He simply fights 
. when fighting is necessary.

At Christmas time tfee Dally News 


raises a special fund—last year it was 
something over $2,000—with which to 
buy Christmas presents for the poor 
children of the city., It co-operates 
with the Fruit and Flower Mission, 
with the Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation, with the Needlework Guild, 
witli the Young Women's league and 
with other charitable and philanthro-

The "Appleyard War." 


Then Appleyard resorted to the 


courts. "Dndar an old statute he swore 
.out warrants against Cos,, sued his 
paper1 arid attached the. office. - The 


i sheriff took charge of the keys and 
locked the door. Cox insisted upon an 
appraisement in order to give a re- 
delivery bond, and while the sheriff 
was making the appraisement, "Jim- 
my" was hustling for man with nerve 
enough to go on'bis bond for $200,000. 
The printers were allowed to work 
while the appraisement -was proceed- 
ing. 
Within an hour the bond was 


secured, the office reconvened to the 
owner and the News was on the 
street, with an-".extra" denouncing Ap- 
pleyard and his whole thieving bunch. 


Appleyard finally found the climate 


of the Miami valley uncongenial. He 
moved the scene of his operations to 
Buffalo, N. Y., when It was found 
that he. had obtained options on three 
banfes in Dayton and that a part of 
his plan had been to take money out 
ot the banks to pay for them—a piece 
o. high financing that has seldom 
been equalled In boldness. 


Appleyard did that very thing in 


Buffalo, where he wrecked the Ger- 
man Savings bank and was Indicted 
and his career ended. -The Appleyard 
war didn't do the Dally News—or 
' Jimmy" Cox—any harm. But It did 
add a lot of wisdom to the outfit and 
gave an abundance of courage to 
newspaper men generally. 


With the progress of these militant 


feats of journalism Mr.' Cox came to 
he hailed "Fighting Jimmy." Not a 
tiewsboy on the streot, not a boot- 
Mack In the alle^ but now refers ,to 
him as "Fighting Jimmy," the most 
endearing term they can HUnk of. A 
good rpany plecos of mail rench the 
office addressed to "Fighting Jimmy," 
and it is now all accepted as a matter 
of course. For, whatever ho may bo 
to the rest of the world, he Is "Fight- 
ing Jlromy" to those who know him 
best.

Champ Clark said in a speech some 


time ago that two men had "broken 
•into" congressional activity the first 
two weeks they were there. The first 
•was Lafe Pence and the other "Jim- 
my" Cox. Just 14 days after he took 
UIs seat In the Iwuse of representa- 
tives the latter vis recognized and 
vrade a speech on the tariff, and from 
that good day to this there 7-iasn't 
been anything pulled off in congress 
that Cox hasn't figured in on one 
side or tho other. To expect him to 
be a member of congress and not 
take part In every discussion would 
be to expect a fisherman to sit on tho 
bank with rod and bait and not flat 


During his first term he accom 


ylished the seemingly impossible feat 
of securing an -appropriation for a 
new 
postofticfi • afc Dayton.

tolrt that it couldn't he done, that he 
would have to try to get an appro- 
priation for n silo first, and at the 
rext session attempt to secure the ap- 
propriation (or a building.

A good deal has been said and 


written from time to time about Cox's 
carryicg the Soldiers' home near Day- 
ton, when be made bis second race 
for congress—a thing no other Dem- 
ccrat had ever done. But to those 
who are familiar with the facts and 
who understand bnman nature, there 
is nothing strange about it. The "old 
foldiers," above all people in the 
world, stand by iheir 
friends—and 


they can always recognize 
their 


friends. 
They have been battered 


about sp much and have listened to 
eo many unfulfilled political promises, 
that they hare come to read men's 
actions rather than their words. 


When the civil sundry appropriation 


bill, as it Is called, was under discus- 
sion during his first tprm. Cor found 
that an item in ft Increased the appro- 
priation for subsistence for the ani- 
mals in the ecological garden 
at 


Washington. In advocating the pass- 
age of the additional appropriation for 
toe animals, the gentleman in charge 
of the bill said it was necessary be- 
cause of the high cost of living. But a 
little further down In tie bill was an 
item for subsistence at 
soldiers' 


homes, and it had not been increased. 
The committee had considered the 
high cost of living for monkeys at 
the Zoo, but had overlooked the old 
soldiers.

Cox had already made art Investiga- 


tion of the.food furnished the soldiers. 
He had found that in some instances 
it was costing only 11 cents a day. In 
no instances was it greater than the 
cost of the food for the convicts In 
the fcieral penitentiary. Here was a 
class !of men whom the politicians 
had lauded as the nation's heroes, but 
they were being fgd upon less than 
the convicts were allowed. 


Friend of Veteran's and Children. 
The sundry civil bill gave "Jimmy" 


his opportunity. 
He was recognized 


aud made its point that he thought 
the old soldiers were as much enti- 
tled to an increased appropriation as 
the animals at tbe aoo, to say the 
least, and congress saw the point and 
allowed an increase for subsistence. 
Every member of c-Tery soldiers" boms 
in the United Statea Is today enjoying 
better food than he would be enjoying 
but for the. watchful eye of the mem- 
ber of congress from the Third Ohio 
district. •'• ' 


Two measures that have become 


laws at the present session of con- 
gress, .and with both of which Con- 


j gressman Cos was closely identified, 
give some idea of the man's construc- 
tive progressiveHess. One Is the law 
authorising the federal government to 
improve ..the water power at Great 
Falls, just above Washington, and to 
make-light and power for the govern- 


The government already owned the 


'alls and a right of way to the city, 
but had made no effort to conserve 
the power. Cos,saw the economy of the 
thing and took, it up, with the result 
that army officers, already ia the ein- 
p'.oy of the government, have been set 
to work to effect, this great saving to 
the government 


The other .measure is known as the 


child's bureau law—a provision for es- 
tablishing a helpful bureau to gather 


j data" aba facts pertaining, to the em- 
' plcyment of children. 
The measure 


was 
advocated by burauanltarians 


everywhere, but some of the lawyers 
o! congress thought it was unconstitu- 
tional. Cox turned upon them for so 
much as suggesting that such a hu- 
manitarian measure was unconstitu- 
tional. He called -attention -to the fact 
that these same lawyers saw nothing 
unconstitutional 
in 
appropriating 


money for the study of diseases of 
hogs, but they saw unconstitutional!!:? 
written ail over a measure to study 
ths-d!seas«s of children. There was 
nothing unconstitutional In appropri- 
ating money'to, stamp out diseases of 
?rees, but as soon as it was proposed 
to take some means of stamping out 
diseases among .human beings the cry 
of "unoonstitutioTial" was raised. 


He made such a fight for the child's 


bureau bill that, despite the fact it 
might have been killed for the time 
being by resorting to the "point of 
order," It became a law, and will 
prove to be one of the most Important 
legislative enactments of any con- 
gress. 


Cox as a Campaigner. 


"Jimmy" Cox will make a "whirl- 


wind" canvass for governor. 
He 


couldn't make any other kind and be 
jonsistent. That is his way, 


During his canvass for congress 


he spoke on an average of three times 
a day. He held noon-day meetings 
at the factories and shops, and spoke 
twice each night. He literally "burned 
np" the* roads. 
He slept wherever 


midnight overtook him, and was out 
with the chickens.
